THE VOLLEY^FOREHAND 
AND BACKHAND 

The volley Is the shot made by 
taking the ball in the air before it 
has struck the ground. It is "hitting 
it on the fiy.” as the common ex¬ 
pression goes. 

The laws of footwork and body 
pooltion are the same for volleys as 
for groundstrokea, the l>ody alwa>’s 
stdewaiw to the net and weight m6v- 
log forward. 

Volleys are two classes; (1) the 
low volley, made from below the 
waist to the head. Or one might 
rlaoeify them by depth as <t>. the 
deep volley, and (2) the stop volley. 

All low volleys^ are blocked. High 
volleys may either be blocked or hit. 
Volleys should never be stroked. 
There Is no follow through on a low 
voiiey and very little on a high one. 

Since this shot Is made close tg the 
net, you can see that at tlmdo the 
ball will come to you so quickly that 
you will have no time to change your 
body poeltlon. 

Since you cannot get your feet 
pla«^ correctly and your body out of 
the way. there le only one thing to 
do, and that Is to handle your weight 
correctly. When caught In this ormy, 
throw your weight on the foot near¬ 
est the ball, that le, the rtgbC for 
forehand volley, the left for the 
backhand, and thus keep your weight 
in the shot j _
